Hot one of the 47 men had remained 
alive after the first few hours of tibB 
fire which broke out in the Argonaut 
shaft At midnight on August 27. 
- They were driven from 
shaft 
to 
sfeaft by the deadly fumes of gas and 
finally made a last stand on the 4350 
foot level of the Argonaut, behind two 
makeshift bulkheads, and there, one 
by one, they g&hped their last breatK 
and died for lack of air.

Today the mining town of Jackaon 
mourned its dead. 
In the relaxation 
of the grief that followed the 22 days 
of struggle to-break into the Argo­ 
naut from the 
Kennedy 
mine, the 
knowledge that the effort was vain, 
that all of the men were already dead, 
hours before the first shovel full of 
dirt was removed from the drift, had 
come with an irony too sharp to be 
borne.
